High Tribunal Orders Clerk 
to Return Sarcastic Brief 
Filed -by Attorney. 


JOKED HIS OPPONENT 


Had Asked That Offensive 
Document Be Withdrawn 


and Supposed It Had Been,|, .. 


Because of a caustic criticism of At- 
terney Seneca Taylor and sarcastic ref- 
erences to his client, the State Supreme 


Court at Jefferson City has ordered the 
clerk of the court to return to Glendy 
B. Arnold a brief which he filed in the 
case of George H. Moore against the 
St. Louis Transit Co. 

At the same time the Court reduced a 
judgment of $10,000 obtained by Moore 
to $5000. Arnold was acting for the cor- 
pceration.. 

The Arnold brief referred to Taylor as 
‘“Seniky’’ and pictured in glowing meta- 
phors the possible fate that awaited 
Moore if he did not recover ample dan:- 
ages from the street railway corpora- 
tion. This the Supreme Court held to 
bs improper. 

Brief Is in Dial 

An extract from the brief follows: 

No, he (referring to Moore) will 
never again earn his living by labor. 

Poor, poor old man, how unfortu- 
nate he is not to have to work for a 
living. What's the use, “‘Seniky?’’ 

The cellar is full of apples and 
‘“‘taters’’ and the old log fire burns 
brighter than ever befure. The old 
house has been chinked all up again 
and the big arm chair by the fire 
has got a new soft cushion and 
things are lookin’ all right for three 
winters anyways and “‘arter” that, 
well, it don’t make no difference for 
you’s. done up and “tole” the 
““s’preme co't’’ that in all probability 
I'd be dead by that time; so, dog 
my cats, if I am going to die in 
three years, what's the use in. ‘‘wur- 
rin” about $10,000 when thar’s grist 
enough ‘yn the mi te keep grinding 
till I’m done fur? Tut, tut, there 
ain’t no use in frettin’, but I am 
dead sorry for you's. 

While there is just a suggestion 
of humor in this motion on the 
whole it presents some serious ethi- 
cal questions for the consideration 
of this court. It has a sad side too. 


Asked tc Have Brief Withdrawn. 
When seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 


Arnold expressed surprise at the court's 
action. He called attention to the fol- 
lowing letter, which he sent to the 
Clerk of the Court, May 12, 1906, re- 
questing the withdrawal of the objec- 
tionable brief: 

John R. Green, Clerk Supreme Court, 

Jefferson City, WMo.: 

Dear Sir—In the cause of George M. 
Moore’vs. St. Louis Transit Co., No. 
11,952, in the court in banc, we filed 
a brief entitled ‘‘Appellant’s Brief on 
Respondent’s Motion for Rehearing,”’ 
which we wish withdrawn from the 
records of the court. This is the 
matter about which we called you 
today on the phone. We shall thank 
you very much if you will take this 
matter up with the jidges and have 
this brief withdrawn. Thanking you 
in advance, we are, 

Very truly yours, 
‘BOYLE & PRIEST, 
per Arnold. 

When Moore obtained judgment,in the 
St. Louls Circuit Court he assigned his 
claim to Attorney Taylor and this\roiled 
the street railway attorneys. Ip the 
argument before the Court it was point- 
ed out that Taylor and not Moore fwould 
be the real beneficiary ef any damages 
awarded. 

Attorney Arnold says he supposed the 
Court had acted on the letter which he 
had sent to Clerk Green. 

“It was intimated to me by one of the 
judges,’’ he added, ‘‘that the brief was 
not in keeping with court etiquette. Al- 
though I considered the circumstances 
of the litigation warranted severe lan- 
guage, I was not unwilling to defer to 
the Court’s view and actordingly wrote 
the letter quoted above,”’ 

Moore filed suit against the Transit 
Co., June 16, 192. Judgment for $10,000 
was awarded. Division No. 1, by a vote 
of 4 to 3, reversed the finding of the 
lower ceurt,. 

The case was then taken to the court 
in banc, where a majority of the judges 
have just affirmed the verdict of the 
trial court, but cut the amount af the 
judgment in half. 

Dispatches from Jefferson City say 
that Charles Straiton, acting Clerk of 
the Supreme Court, saw Arnold's brief 
before it was filed. 

“I advised Glendy,” ye said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “not to file it that 
way, but he went on ‘and filed it any- 
how.” In one part of the brief Arnold 
referred to Attorney Taylor a8 a ‘‘sly 
old geezer.” This Taylor indignantly 
resented. He also took exception to 
Arnold's calling him ‘old Seneca.”

SOMEBODY TO GET JOHNSON FAILS

Supreme Court .Refuses to 
Order Vacation.of Trac- 
, tion Deal. 





JEFFERSON CITY, March 31.—J. 
Brooks Johnson of St. Louis lost his suit 
in the Supréme Court today to compel 
the owners of the United Railways to 
vacate the transfer to them of the St. 
Louis Transit Co. The suit was decided 
in Division No. 1 through an _opmion 
filed by Judge Henry Lamm and con- 
curred In by all the other judges of the 
division. 

Jchnson sued ag a minority 


holder. He contended that at the time 
of- the transfer.the Transit company 
had a profitable and rapidly increasing 
business, and that the estimated profits 
on its franchise at that time were $69,- 
008,000. 

He chargc¢d a conspiracy to obtain 
possession and control of the property 
ih order to make unlawful commissions 
of $700,000 and a profit of $6,900,000. His 
own damages as a holder of 198 shares 
of stock he pleced at $19,000. 

Although the opinion is quite lengthy, 
yet the case is practically disposed of in 
two propositions, to-wit: That Mr. John- 
son did not acquire his shares of stock 
until. after the transfer, and that. his 
petition does not, accordingly State an 
action for the relief sought.

When informed of the Supreme 
Court’s decision, John A. Gilliam, at- 
torney for’: J. Brooks Johnson, said: 

“The ruling of the court simply dis- 
poses of our contention that Johnson as 
a minority stockholder had a right. to 
question the absorption of the Transit 
company by the United Railways Cor- 
poration. 

“It does net, howexyer, affect Johnson's 
right as a holder of claims against the 
Transit Co., or the validity of those 
claims. As I have not seen a copy of 
the. decision, however, I cannot dis- 
cuss the full purport of it at this 
time."

DOCKET CROWDED,

Assistant, However, Declares 
He Hasn’t Handled Auto 
Cases Complained of. 


Business has been so brisk the past 
week in the Brooklyn, Ill., negro court, 
operated as a trap for St. Louis auto- 
mobilists, that a white justice of the 
peace has been called in to take some 
of the work off the hands of the negro 
magistrate, James Beasley. About & 
cases have been heard in a we.k, with 
moderate fines and heavy cotts in near- 
ly all. 

George Doscher, the white justice, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thurs- 
day that the cases in which, as related 
by automobilists, 2v or more negro wit- 
nesses have been heard, at a gost of @ 
cents each to the defendant, vere not 
hose tried by him. BMdward F. Goltra, 

illionaire iron man, \/us one of these 

efendants, and had to pay $15 witness 

fees and costs with a $5 fine. G. M. 
Faught was another, and paid $13 to 
witnesses and $15, or $5 for each mem- 
ber of his party, in fines. 

“Beasley had those cases,”’ said Dos- 
cher. ‘“‘Those that I try can plead 
guilty if they want to. If not, I hear 
whatever witnesses there are. 

“These automobilists complain about 
the witness fees they have to pay, but 
they don’t tell what a disturbance some 
of them make in our streets, or what 
language they use in our court. The 
last party that I tried ought to have 
been locked up for contempt, for the 
language they used in the hearing of 
my aged mother.” 

Tells How Trap Works. 


Justice Doscher explainéd frankly how 
the automobile trap is worked. Brook- 
lyn, inhabited almost wholly by negroes, 
is a mile north of National City, which 
is in the stockyards region north of 
Kast St. Louls. 

“When an automobile passes through 
National City exceeding the speed lim- 
it,” said Doscher, they telephone to us, 
and by the time the machine gets here, 
one of our negro deputies, Robert Jack- 
son or Henry Jones, ig out-in the road 
waiting for it. 

“They make arrests if the speed is 
clearly more than 10 miles an hour and 
the defendants get an immediate trial! 
at any hour of day or night. If there 
are a lot of witnesses that is the fault 
of the automobilists, running so fast and 
sometimes shouting so loud as to attract 
‘everybody's attention.” 

Doscher said he did not have a list 
of the defendants’ namer at hand, but 
added that most of the names given 
were apparently fictitious.

Her Story Friday, It Is 
Expected.

ABERDEEN. Miss., March 31.—Al- 
though it wae announced today that 
Mrs. John Carter, formerly of St..

McNairy, the negro, testified that 
Yendel and Carter came into the Clop- 
ton Hotel from the Pickle Hotel across 
the street and that they walked arm 
in arm as they went to Mrs. Carter's 
room. 

Curses the Doctor. 

At the door the witness testified Wen- 
del exclaimed. “‘Turn my arm loose.” 
Carter complied and then asked for a 
glass of water. As Wendel started to 
get it Carter shouted “D—n you, you 
made my wife drunk and I am going 
to kill you.” 

McNairy said that Carter fired twice 
while Wendel had his back turned and 
then struck his victim as he fell, with 
the butt of the weapon.

Offered by State as Evidence 
She Held Husband in Fight” 
With Miller. 


MAN’S SHIRT EXHIBITED 


Was Worn by John Grunden 
on Night Banker Was 
Slain. 


WATSEKA, Ill, March 31—A white 
shirtwaise which the State will try to 
prove was worn by Mrs. Lucy Savler 
Sunday night, July 11, 1909, when her 
husband. John B. Sayier, was killé4, 
was introduced in evidence today in 
the murder trial. Across the front of 
the garment is the scarlet imprint of 
several links of a watch chain. By com- 
parison of the imprint with the watch 
chain worn by Sayler the night he was 
killed, which was offered in evidence 
yesterday, the State will attempt to 
show that Mrs. Sayler was in physical 
contact with her husband after he was 
wounded or after he was killed. 

Blood on the Waist. 

It is said an attempt will be made to 
show that Mrs. Sayler was holding her 
husband during his encounter with Dr. 
Miller. The shirt waist was brought in- 
to court by W. R. Nightingale of Cres- 
cent City, who also brought in a blood- 
stained shirt asserted to have been 
worn by John Grunden the night Sayler 
was killed. | 

Thomas Sayler of Marietta, O., brother 
of “By” Sayler, identified the shirt- 
waist as having been found by his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Myrtle Green, in the Sayler 
home two days after Sayler was killed. 

The particular marks of identification 
were a peculiar mark on the right cuff 
and the bloody imprint on the front. 
He also identified two bullets, one of 
which he found in his brother’s. clothing 
after the inquest and the ether taken 
from the east wall of the parlor at the 
Sayler home. 

Sayler explained that on account of 
failure to find as many bullets as were 


Tknown to have been fired, he went to 


Coroner ‘Barnum at Onarga and asked 
permission to examine the clothing that 
had been taken from his brother’s body. 
The clothing was shaken out and a bul- 
let fell to the floor. The bullet in the 
wali was discovered by Gordon Green, 
his nephew, and he ahaas it out with his 
knife. 

Mrs. Myrtle Green of Onarga testified 
that she went to the Sayler home: the 
day after the tragedy,. Mrs. Sayler 
was wearing a white shirt waist. under 
a kimono. .She neticed a stain on the 
shirt waist and said: ‘“Lut¢y, is that 
blood on your waist?’ Mrs. Sayler 
looked at it and said: ‘‘Yes, I believe it 
is.”’ 

Shirt Is Identified. 

Golda was sitting beside Mrs. Sayler 
on the davenport at the time. Mrs. 
Green identified the waist. She said 
She obtained it at the house after 
Mrs. Sayler removed it and gave it. to 
Thomas Sayler. 

Mrs. Green ‘identified the shirt as 
having been worn by John Giunden 
She afterward found the shirt wrapped 
up in a newspaper in the washroom 
and turned it over to Thomas Sayler. 

Asked about conversations at the Say- 
ler home, Mrs. Green: said: 

“Mrs. Sayler went into the room 
where her husband's body was, and 
leaning over the chair on which the 
bier rested, she said: ‘‘Undoubtedly i: 
was all By’s fault.;’ 

Mrs. Green imitated Mrs. Sayler’s at- 
titude and the emphasis Mrs. Sayler 
put. on the word “undoubtedly.” 

“Did she skow any signs of grief?’ 
asked Prosecutor Pallissard. 

“No,”’ 

“Did she tell’ how it happened?’ 

“T asked her how it happened and 
she said she did not see it as she ran 
out of the room, but she said her father 
saw it. I asked her why she did not 
stay in the room. She said {t was none 
of her business. I said if it had been my 
husband and my home it would have 
been my business. 

Wouldn’t Wear Mourning. 

“Mrs. Sayler said she was not going 
to wear mourning as people did not 
wear mourning any more. Golda said 
she was going to wear mourning for her 
father, Mrs. Sayler put her arms around 
Golda and said ‘Sweet, the docter would 
never have done this to your papa.’ 
“I said it was not a question of what 
he would do, but what he has done. He 
has shot your husband down like a 
dog. 

“Mrs. Sayler made no reply.” 

Mrs. O. A. Albrecht, the first witness 
today, told of John Grunden going to 
her father’s house, after the shooting, 
with blood stains on his hands and 
shirt and a revolver in his pocket. She 
heard the shots and thought there was 
an interval of about 25 minutes before 
Grunden appeared. 

Sayler expected to be shot. according to 
testimony that will be given in a day 
or two by Mrs. Sarah Warden, who 
lives near Crescent City, in the trial 
of Mrs. Lucy Seyler, Dr. William R. 
Miller and John Grunden. And in his 
expectations he took account ef the 
marksmanship of Mrs. Sayler. Mrs. 
Warder lives on a farm a short dis- 
tance from Crescent City. 

During the time that Golda Sayler was 
away at school her ponies were kept at 
the Warder farm. A week before Say- 
ler was killed he went out to the farm 
to look after the ponies. He was de- 
pressed and with.a little encouragement 
relieved his mind to Mrs. Warder. He 
expected to be killed by “those people,’’ 
he told her, 

She said he surely did not fear any- 
thing at the hands of Mrs. Sayler. Say- 
ler pointed at a third bird on a branca 
of a nearby tree.’ “You see that bird,” 
he said. “Lucy could git down at 
the first shet.” = -

500 Schoolboys Will Open 
Baseball Season for City 
Championship. © 


The 1810 season of the Post-Dis- 
patch Public School Baseball League 
will open Saturday morning with 45 
teams in the race for the public 
school baseball championship of the 
city. : 

The games will be played on corner 
lots, school grounds, and in the parks. 
Nearly 600 school boys will be play- 
ing Saturday morning, and, counting 
the substitutes, considerably more 
than that number will be on the dia- 
monds. 

The rooters from the 
schools and the spectators gathered 
from the neighborhood average about 
1000 at each game, so that more than 
20,000 persons will likely witness the 
opening of the season. 

The list of umpires has not yet been 
completed and for this reason the cap- 
tains of thé different teams on the 
opening day of the season must agree 
upon umpires at the grounds. One of 
the rules this year is that after an um- 
pire has been agreed upon by the cap- 
tains, his decisions are final—there will 
be no court of appeal afterwards. 

Last season, a committee of captains 
acted on appeal from the dicisions of 
the umpires with the result that about 
half of the games were protested. This 
system was found to be not only incon- 
venient, in that it delayed the sched- 
ule, but also caused the players to pro- 
test without cause. 

It will require five Saturdays in April 
to play out the schedule of the eight dl- 
visions. .The winning teams in each will 
be given a banner by the Post-Dispatch 
and then will play the fihal series for 
the Post-Dispatch championship of 8t. 
Louis. The team winning the champion- 
ship will be given a pennant and each 
member of the team a gold medal by 
the Post-Dispatch. 

All games in the division schedules 
will be played Saturday mornings, ¢x- 
cept in cases. where circumstances make 
it necessary to play in the afternoon, 
The reason for this is that frequently 
the schoolboys are unable to get the 
grounds because of older teams from 
the business houses and from athletic 
organizations.

WIDOW OF POLICEMAN 
SAYS HEALY DID NOT 
ACCOUNT FOR UNIFORMS 


OMPLAINT was. made to 
Acting Chief Gillaspy 
Thursday that John M. 
Healy has fatled to account for 
two second-hand -untforms, which 
belonged to the _ late Patrojman 
John Gleason of the Carondelet 
District, and which his widow, ac- 
cording to her story, asked the 
former Relief Association secretary 


: ‘Gleason ‘sald that her hus- 
band died April 17, 1909, leaving her 
in such circumstances that she was 
compelled to offer his uniforms for 
sale. She believed that Healy. by 
disposing of them to his brother 
policemen, could obtain better 
terms than she could at a second- 
hand shop. 

Mrs. Gleason, who lives at 8113 
Water street, said that she does 
not wish to begin , proceedings 
against Healy, but that she wants > 
to discover where he lives. She 
told of several fruitless visits to 
his home on Magnolia avenue. 

“If I can only see him and have 
a talk,”’ said the widow, “I think 
he will do the right thing by me.”’ 

Gillaspy advised her to address 
a registered letter to him and let 
the Postoffice Department find 
him. She said she would do so. 











Edmond P. Creecy, suspended Chief of,, 
Police, is not to have #@ hearing or even 


be placed on trial. He is to be “court- 
martialed’” by the. Police Board. 

This formidable announcement—the 
bark of which, however, is said to be 
worse than its bite—was made Thursday 
by Col. John A, Laird, president of the 
Board. He stated that, by agreement 
between himself and Creecy’s attorney, 
Lon O. Hocker, the courtmartial prob- 
ably will be held a week from today. 

“T want to set at rest once for all,”’ 
said Col]. Laird, “‘the theory that any 
of the commissioners should disqualify 
themselves as Chief Creecy’s judges be- 
cause they assisted in formulating the 
charges against him. 

“If this: were a civil proceedings, it 
would be ridiculous for thé same men 
to be both prosecutors and judges. But 
this is not a. civil case—it is a military 
proceeding, a courtmartial, and is to be 
conducted according to all the rules 
governing courtmartials. 

Strictly a Military Affair. 

“Who else is there who could have 
suspended the Chief except the Board? 
Who else but the Commissioners could 
profer charges against him, and who 
else is there who can try him? This is 
a military affair, and none of the Com- 
missioners will have to disqualify him- 
self.’’

Col. Laird added that while he had no 
authority to grant the continuance, he 
felt confident the board would agree 
to it.

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A RAILROAD CHARGE. 

In standing pat on the platform that grade 
crossings shall be eliminated at the cost of the 
railroads the City Council is not only acting in 
the interest of the city, but it is taking a just 
and sensible view of the question. The privi- 
lege of crossing thoroughfares is necessary and 
profitable to the railroads.

“THE CREECY CHARGES. 

In view of the months of labor on the trail 
and the heaps of promised evidence unloaded, 
from the side door of the Police Department, the 
Creecy charges look ridiculously small.

The annual police budget for the fis- 
cal year 1910-4], submitted Thursday to 
the City Comptroller, exhibited for the 
first time in the history of the depart- 
ment a decrease as compared with the 
appropriation for the preceding year. 
The bill calls for an expenditure of $2,- 
100,996.30, which is $1358.31 less than the 
appropriation for 1909-10. 

In addition, the Police Board has still 
on hand $44,667.33 of last year’s appropri- 
ation, which will be turned back to the 
City Treasury and applied to the cur- 
rent budget. 

The City Comptroller will report the 
estimate to the Municipal Assembly, on 
which its passage is mandatory under 
the law. Any councilman or. delegate 
who should venture to vote against it 
would be subject to imprisonment, a 
fine.and deprivation forever of the right 
to hold office. 

Although Councilman Schneiderhahn 
inveighed against ‘“‘police extravagance” 
when the last budget was reported, he 
nevertheless voted for it. ‘Lhe only !*g- 
islator known to have voted against a 
Police Board estimate was Frank Hus- 
sey, who was not molested. He had 
been arrested 55 times on varfous 
charges.
